A city like Xew York doesn't have 
much ahead in the way of foodstuffs. 
The great trains that reach the city 
daily with their burden of foods is 
evidence of that. 
New 
York 
could 
press many boats into service, to con- 
vey food to the people, if the boats 
could obtain it, but there again would 
be trouble. 
No other cities would be 
willing to send food to New York, be- 
cause each would need it, and it could 
reach the eeaahore at New York Just 
as easily as it could reach any other 
port. 
So the relief from the steamers 
would not be so great as one might 
imagine. 


There is not fresh meat enough In 
Now York to last the inhabitants ten 
days. There is not flour enough to last 
a month. 
Milk, of course, has to be 
received daily. 
Fish come in every 
day, and would continue to come In, 
as the supply is now largely received 
by water transportation. 
The supply 
of canned foods 
on hand 
is always 
lanxc. sii ce it is laid 
in during- 
tho 
canning seas(>ns and following, 
and 
does not come in every day as does 
the meat supply. 
But It is doubtful 
if there is enough food of all kinds 
cohibined to sustain the people of New 
York for thirty days if there should be 
a great railroad stride of that dura- 
tion. 


The people of all large cities live 
from hand to mouth. 
They have no 
considerable amount of supplies. They 
are on the ragged edge of starvation in 
tho best of times; any 
interruption 
in the food supply 
causes 
suffering 
from the very start. 
So one can not 
contemplate a great railroad strike in 
this country without feeling of deep 
regret that these Important employes 
and the ofHcers of these great avenues 
of food cannot settle their difference 
without threatening to bring death and 
suffering to untold millions of human 
beings. 
It all shows that we have not 
as yet perfected a system of employ- 
ment that will stand the test.

WiU Break Away from De- 
pendence for Dyes and 
Chemicals. 


Edinburg. Scotland, July SO.—(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press.) 
—The three days' session or the an- 
nual meetingr of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry showed that the chemi- 
cal Industry of Great Britain 
would 
In the future largely break away from 
its dependence on Germany and other 
countries so f a r as dye and fine chem- 
icals were concerned, and a t the same 
time brought out prominently the need 
of still further research and develop- 
ment on the part of Britishers gener- 
ally. 


Papers were 
reád 
indicating the 
enormous waste of by-products of coal 
going} on in this country, while it was 
asserted five per cent of coal Itself was 
wasted in some pits, twenty per cent In 
others and forty per cent lost In cer- 
tain Doncaster pits. 


On the subject of tar distillation— 
a process yielding about a dozen chem- 
ical products—a speaker stated that the 
industry had suffered from lack of 
co-operation and that more scientific 
attention with a central research lab- 
oratory were required to re-capture the 
fine chemical 
and color 
trade from 
Germany. 


Regarding the prospects of British 
dye supplies 
it was stated 
that at 
present the necessary products were 
required for the government, 
colors 
varying from khaki to violet being re- 
quired; but that after the w a r acids 
would be in abundant supply and with 
plants now in course of construction as 
well as organized research, the British 
chemist w a s being given a chance to

compete with the German chemist as 
well as with those 
of America and 
Japan. 


It was generally agreed that some 
state subsidy or protection by tariff 
should be aiYorded for at least ten 
years. 
At the final session a paper 
was read on "Rare Earths." Its author 
asserting that the situation was full 
of promise for Great Britain's future 
independence of foreign raw materials, 
largely used in chemical manufacture. 
Professor Ixtuis stated that he had just 
returned from a n oflicial Investigation 


of the resources of rare earth in India, 
and in his opinion Great Britain w a s 
in vastly superior position to Germany 
in quantity and quality and r a w m a - 
teriaJ. 


A discussion on the patent l«.Wf of 
the country showed a sharp dlfT^rance 
of opinion between lawyers a n d 
agents' and Inventors' point of view,

There were two services, one in the 
morning and anotlior at midnight, and 
they were conducted in the presence of 
I'rince Taka Kuni, the grand prelate of 
the shrine, and many ofticials and Shinto 
pricBta. 


When the Shinto rites for purifying 
the land were conohuied Prince Taka 
Kuni, acting as the persiuial iup.^senger 
of the emperor, worshiped at the main 
shrine and food offerings for the spirit 
of the ancestral deity were placed on 
the altar. 
The food was subsequently 
removed and buried on the lot at the 
four points of the compass. 
Then a 
group of virgins dressed in ^lure white 
robes M-ith deep purple "hakama'' per- 
formed the rites of cutting the shrubs 
and mowing the grass with sacred sic- 
kles. 
The ceremony at midnight was 
similar to tlie morning ceremony,

the difference that the rites of mowing 
down the shrubs and grass were replaced

he was broke. 
He didn't 
have the 
price of a shave. He didn't have the 
price of a clean collar. He didn't have 
the price of a square meal. So he went 
to the parole officer for help. 


The parole 
officer "staked" Ham- 
mond to a couple of meals, gave him 
a card 
to show 
employers, 
which 
branded him an ex-convlct and told 
him to go forth and make good. 


After fighting a losing battle, being 
unable to find a job that would pay 
him even for a bare living, Hammond 
gave up the struggle and asked for a 
ticket back to San Quentin.' 


"Sonie day, maybe, when they get a 
regular parole law, I'll ask for liberty 
^ a i n , " he said. "But it won't beuntil 
the state is willing to give me a fair 
chaace, I will never go out expecting 
to make good again under the heavy 
handicap of the parole law. It can't 
be done unless you have friends.

Paris I was given the freedom of hos- 
pitals," eaid Mrs. Sharp today. 


"I saw a man brought into the Amer- 
ican ambulance with his face shattered 
into an unrecognizable and indescribable 
mass. 
His lower jaw had been 
shot 
away. 
His face was liple.ss, teethless, 
shapeless. 
Four 
months 
latrr I saw 
that samo man walk out with a new 
jaw, a new set of teeth, a new nose, in 
fact, a new face! 


'"This was ac'complislied by 
plastic 
operations. 


"The surgeon in charge, an American, 
grafted a piece of bone taken from the 
man's thigh onto the remnants of the 
k.wer jaw.
